I left Captain ‘Smith 
and bis command on the morning of the 
13th instant, at the Humboldt wells, and 
all was well up to that time. We en- 
countered erable snow and ve 
cold weather in crossing the Goose Cree 
Mountains. Aside from that we had 
very good weather, and I thiok it ‘still 
continues so up to the present date. | 
was sent from Humboldt wells up to 
Fort Ruby with owr. election returns. 
We held an election on Goose Creek, 
everything passing off smoothly and 
quietly, and I am proud to say we polled } 
105 votes for Abraham Lincoln, and not 
one vote with a blot or scratch on it. 
Our were so-highly 
pleased over this that they took a 
“smile.” I was tempted to “smile,” and 
the men all ‘“‘smiled.” In coming to Fort 
Ruby I got a “permit” to run over and 
Bee n Caiion, as that is the place 
where our treasire lie. I found the 
‘Cafron right where it wae lest spring 
| wher I left it, but considerably changed 
trappearance. At the head of the cafion 
is a town called *Erina;’’ it has about 
twenty houses in it built of wood and 
adobes, and most of them bave a very 
neat and respectable appearance.
